THE GERMAN LINER COLUMBUS. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 20— (A P )—The scuttled Gemrian liner 
Columb us, 32.581 gross tons, was the largest m erchant vessel lost 
to date in the current war. 
O ther large m erchant ships sunk included: 
Raw alpindi, 16,697 tons, British; Pilsudski, 14,294 tons, Polish 
liner operated b y British after w ar started; Emile M iguet, 14,115- 
ton French tanker, and the A thenia, 13,581-ton British passenger 
ship. 
The Columb us was one of 12 G erm an ships—-totalling 103,428 
tons—scuttled b y the nazis to keep them from falling into the 
hands of the enemy. 
The next largest was the pocket b attleship A dm iral G raf Spee, 
10,000 tons, b lown up off M ontevideo Sunday. 
All the others 
were under 10,000 tons.

only could be estim ated. 
No one w ith in th e legis­ 
lature, or w ith out, could say accurately w h at th e 
aggregate in dollars and cents would be. 
It W'as 
an undeterm ined and an undeterm inable am ount, 
dep ending entirely up on th e consump tion of gaso­ 
line w ith in th e state during th e nex t biennium , 
th e num ber of p eop le wh o p aid a h ead tax , th e 
am ount of estate tax es p aid in, and th e am ount 
of liquor used in N ebraska up on wh ich a tax 
sh ould be p aid. 
Th e legislature h av ing deter­ 
mined to ap p ly th e full p roceeds from 
th ese 
sources to old age assistance needed only to w rite 
into th e ap p rop riation bill an estim ate of th e an­ 
ticip ated rev enue, with th e rider th at all tax es 
deriv ed from th is source sh ould be ap p lied for old 
age assistance. 
T h at is th e m eth od wh ich h as been ap p lied 
traditionally 
in 
connection 
w ith 
gov ernm ental

If th e legislature desires to do th at 
it w ill m ake a blanket ap p rop riation, w ith out at­ 
tem p ting to establish a m ax im um am ount or a 
m inim um am ount. 
Th e estim ated surp lus of col­ 
lections of $430,000, incidentally to be m atch ed 
with federal funds, may be more or may be less 
th an th at wh ich is actually collected. 
It cannot 
be determ ined now; and w ill be known only wh en 
th e money rolls in. 
If at th e sp ecial session th e 
old age assistance fund autom atically is increased 
$430,000 abov e th e figure fix ed at th e regular 
session th e legislature m ay discov er it h as ap p ro­ 
p riated m ore th an actually w ill be coUected—or 
it may find th at it h as set aside less th an actually 
is av ailable.

Th e treatm ent of carriers is not 
th e sam e as th e treatm ent of th ose 
w ith clinical sy mp toms.

v enenata, eczema or p omp h oly x . 
Ringworm infections 
can

ruled out or confirm ed by ex am ­ 
ining th e scrap ings in th e top s of 
th e v esicles. 
D erm atitis v eneata 
is derm atitis due to contact witn 
p lants; th e h istory of contact is 
im p ortant. 
Th ese 
w inter day s 
th e commonest is p robably p rim ­ 
rose. 
O th er irritants will p roduce 
a v esicular derm atitis; soap is th e 
commonest offender. 
Pom p h oly 
or dy sh idrosis con­ 
sists of small blistsers th at form 
in an itch y erup tion.
